Allegations on these and other 
scores have split the 160.000-mem­ 
ber union into warring camps and 
led to investigation by the spe­ 
cial Senate committee seeking evi­ 
dence 
of 
wrongdoing 
in 
labor 
unions and industry. 
Chairman 
McClellan 
(D-Ark' 
and committee counsel Robert F 
Kennedy 
announced 
they 
were 
calling Anthony 
Conforti, 
presi­ 
dent of the union’s Local No. I in 
Chicago as the leadoff witness. 
James G. Cross, the union’s em -1 
battled international president, and 
George Stuart, resigned former 
vice president, are other listed key 
witnesses. 
Meanwhile, Sen. Mundt <R-SD* 
made public a letter in which he 
proposed hearings dealing with al­ 
leged misuse of their companies’ 
funds by some corporation offi­ 
cials. He did not name them. 
Mundt included this as one of 
six points of inquiry he said he 
felt should be completed by the 
committee. His letter to McClellan 
said these should include hearings 
on secondary boycotts and alleged 
misdeeds by unions and employ­ 
ers. 
McClellan in a statement pre-* 
pared for the start of the Bakers 
Union hearings said he expected 
the testimony will touch upon: 
“ I. The misuse of union funds.' 
The

plain some transactions which ap­ 
pear to be irregular.

We have received a large number

ference of impropriety and collu­ 
sion between these individuals to 
the apparent disservice of mem­ 
bers of the union.”

President To Board 
Superearrier For 
Atlantic Maneuvers 


WASHINGTON UP - President 
Eisenhower was scheduled to go 
aboard the new 350-million-dollar 
supercarrier Saratoga today for a 
look during Atlantic maneuvers at 
the Navy's atomic age air and 
sea power. 
The President, accompanied by 
three Cabinet officers and other 
top administration officials, took 
off at 7:45 a.m., EDT aboard his 
private plane for Mayport Naval 
Base near Jacksonville, Fla. 
Eisenhower will be aboard the 
60.000 - ton carrier 
until early 
Thursday afternoon, when he will 
go ashore at the Mayport base 
and fly back to Washington. 
The Saratoga is planning both 
daylight and after-dark spectacu­ 
lar demonstrations for the Presi­ 
dent 60 to IOO miles off the Flor­ 
ida east coast. 
The schedule includes an exhi­ 
bition of aircraft techniques used 
in the firing of atomic and con­ 
ventional weapons, the launching 
of three types of guided missiles, 
and a demonstration of antisub­ 
marine warfare tactics. 
The training exercises arranged 
for today call for concentration on 
offense, to show the striking pow­ 
er of the supercarrier and its air­ 
craft. Thursday the emphasis will 
be on air defense. 
This is the final stage of the 
Saratoga's ‘‘training up” for de­ 
ployment soon to the Mediterran­ 
ean, where she will join the U. S. 
6th Fleet on patrol duty.

Chief Counsel Is 
A eteran Of World 
War Crimes Trials 


MAEBASHI. Japan iff)—GI Wil­ 
liam Girard has picked a Japa­ 
nese veteran of World War II war 
crimes trials to head his defense 
against charges of causing the 
death of a Japanese woman on a 
military firing range. 
The Army announced today the 
Ottawa. 111., soldier had selected 
Itsuro Hayashi as his chief attor­ 
ney from a list of more than 50 
American and Japanese lawyers 
compiled by the U. S. Embassy 
Girard is scheduled to be tried by 
a Japanese court. No date has 
been set. 
Hayashi, defense counsel before 
the International Military Tribun­ 
al for the Far East from 1946-49. 
said he planned to meet Girard 
for the first time Thursday. He 
told reporters he could make no 
announcement 
of defense plans 
yet. 
“Everything 
about the 
entire 
case will depend upon my discus­ 
sions with Girard tomorrow.” he 
said. 
The Army announcement said 
Girard also had asked Maj. Stan­ 
ley F. Levin, 49. Hollywood. Calif 
to serve as his personal legal ad­ 
viser. Levin is a member of the 
judge advocate’s office of the 1st 
Cavalry Division. 
In Ottawa, Louis Girard, broth­ 
er of the accused soldier, said he 
had hired Earl J. Carroll, a for­ 
mer Air Force major who has 
been prominently identified with 
the defense of GIs overseas, to 
serve as defense counsel 
Carroll said in New York he 
would file a writ of habeas cor­ 
pus in U. S. District Court in 
Washington today, charging the 
U. S. government violated Gir­ 
ard’s constitutional rights by au­ 
thorizing his trial in a Japanese 
court. Carroll said he would ask 
the churt to order the Army to 
deliver the soldier to Washington 
for a hearing. 
Carroll said he also plans to 
seek an injunction restraining the 
Army from turning Girard over 
to Japanese authorities for trial. 
“National interest is at stake in 
the outcome of this case.” Car­ 
roll declared. “How can you drag 
a man away from his home and 
business take him over to Japan 
and turn him over to the jurisdic­ 
tion of that country’s court for 
trial without violating his consti­ 
tutional guarantees?” 
Girard, an Army specialist third 
class, 
h a s 
been 
indicted 
on 
charges of “inflicting bodily in­ 
jury causing death” of the Jap­ 
anese woman, a charge similar to 
a manslaughter indictment in the 
United States. He is accused of 
firing an empty cartridge ease 
from a grenade launcher and kill­ 
ing Mrs. Naka Sakai. 46, while 
she picked up scrap metal on a 
firing range. 
The case developed into an in­ 
ternational issue when Japanese 
authorities contended the soldier 
was not on duty when the fatality 
occurred and claimed Japan had 
the right to try him under the 
status-of-peace 
agreement 
with 
the United States. 
The Army, State and Defense 
Departments argued Girard was 
on duty at the time but. after a 
Washington review of the case, 
announced Tuesday it had been 
agreed to turn him over to the 
Japanese for trial.

Suit Designed 
To Block Trial 
Of GI By Japs 


Habeas Corpus Bid 
Filed In Name Of 
Soldier's Brother 


WASHINGTON UP) - A suit seek­ 
ing to block the trial of William 
S. Girard in Japanese courts was 
filed today in U. S. District Court 
here. 
Girard, an Army specialist 3.C., 
is accused 
in 
the death 
of 
a 
Japanese woman killed as she 
scavenged scrap on an Army fir-! 
ing range in Japan. The United 
States has agreed to permit trial 
in local civil courts instead of a 
U. S. court-martial. 
The habeas corpus action here 
was filed in the name of the 
soldier’s brother. Louis Girard of 
Ottawa, 111. 
The petition, filed by attorneys 
Earl J. Carroll of New York and 
Dayton M. Harrington of Wash­ 
ington. contends Japanese courts 
lack jurisdiction. 
The petition names, among other 
defendants. Secretary of Defense 
Wilson, Secretary of State Dulles 
and Secretary of the Army Brack­ 
er. 
Girard. 21. also is from Ottowa. 
111. The victim of the shooting was 
Mrs. Naka Sakai, 46. 
The Japanese claimed jurisdic­ 
tion on the ground that the firing 
was outside Girard’s line of duty, 
though he had been assigned to 
guard some equipment on the re­ 
servation. 
The petition contends that Gi­ 
rard’s 
detention 
by 
the 
Army 
pending trial in Japanese courts 
is “illegal and in violation of tthe 
consitution and laws of the United 
States as well as the treaty rights 
and 
obligations 
of 
the 
United 
States.” • 
The 
attorneys 
contend 
that 
agreements with Japan give this 
country 
“primary 
jurisdiction” 
over American military personnel 
resulting from actions in the per­ 
formance of official duties. 
The lawyers said American mili­ 
tary authorities have certified that 
the death of the Japanese woman 
resulted while Girard was in the 
performance of official duty. 
They contend other cases 
in 
which jurisdiction has been given 
to foreign courts grew' out of ac­ 
tions while off duty.

WASHINGTON ,W-The Census ( JlC Stei* F i 1*111 
Bureau estimated that the popula­ 
tion of the United States, includ­ 
ing the armed forces overseas, 
will reach 171 million today. 
The bureau said the population 
is growing by about 8.000 persons 
per day or three million every j 
year. The last national census, in 
April 1950. counted 151,132,000 per­ 
sons. 
The Census Bureau’s elaborate 
electric chart, which records a 
net gain of one person every ll 
seconds based on statistical aver­ 
ages of births, deaths and immi­ 
gration. will register 171 million 
at about 3 p.m., EDT, today. 
However, bureau officials point 
out that this is only an estimate 
on the basis of an 8,000 gain 
every 24 hours. 


British Boast Lead 
In Nuclear Weapons 


LONDON iff—The News Chroni­ 
cle said today initial findings on 
the second British H-bomb explo­ 
sion “indicate that Britain now 
leads the world with its nuclear 
weapons.” 
The newspaper’s science report­ 
er wrote that Britain has so per­ 
fected its H-bomb that there is 
no need for the government to go 
ahead with any further series of 
tests 
after 
the current 
experi­ 
ments near Christmas Island in 
the Pacific. 
British scientists have set off 
two H-bomb blasts so far.

A\ ill Represent 7B 
In Church Supply 


Employes of the 
N a t i o n a l 
Church Supply Co. of Chester vot­ 
ed 50-to-22 in favor of representa­ 
tion by a pressmen’s union at an 
election conducted at the

Wednesday by the National Labor 
Relations Board. 
A total of 75 votes were cast 
in the balloting to determine if 
the International Printing Press­ 
men And Assistant’s Union would 
represent the working force of the 
church envelope firm. Three bal­ 
lots were challenged. There were 
78 eligible to vote. 
The International Brotherhood of 
Operative Potters, which originally 
sought to represent the workers 
during a protest strike of some 
of the employes in February, with­ 
drew from the jurisdictional issue 
in May. 
A group of the employes picket­ 
ed in objection to a reorganiza­ 
tion of the working force for pro­ 
duction efficiency, 
according 
to 
the company officials, and 
t h e 
IBOP filed an unfair labor prac­ 
tice charge against the firm. 
The pressmen’s u n i o n , repre­ 
sented by A. C. Stevens of Louis­ 
ville, Ky., filed a petition to repre­ 
sent the Chester firm’s workers 
with the NLRB in March, and in 
mid - May the IBOP withdrew its 
unfair labor practice charge along 
with possible contesting action of 
the pressmen’s group.

Fiery Crash Sets 
New Death Record 
Iii North Carolina 


FAYETTEVILLE, N. C. UP - A 
flat bed truck loaded with migrant 
workers and a tractor-trailer slam­ 
med together in a fiery crash at 
a 
road 
intersection 
today 
and 
killed 13 persons, the state high­ 
way patrol reported. 
Between 25 and 30 were injured. 
Fire that broke out in the truck 
caused most of the deaths, the 
patrol said. 
“It looked like a ball of fire,” 
said Joe Lozak of Berwick, Pa., 
who saw the crash in the rear­ 
view mirror of his potato truck. 
“Men, women and children lying 
all over the highway. I think the 
impact killed them, not the fire.” 
The 
patrol 
said 
41 
laborers, 
from several states, were aboard 
the truck which pulled into the 
path of the tractor-trailer at the 
intersection of highway 301 and 
1102, nine miles north of Fayette­ 
ville, at 7:15 a m. 
I 
“I didn t count them, but one 
of the boys said he counted 37 
(victims) at one time, all laying 
down, some dead and some in­ 
jured. some squirming around.” 
I said W. H. Covington, operator of 
la country store near the road 
j crossing. 
One laborer said the workers. 
after 
camping 
overnight 
near 
Mount 
Olive, 
N. 
C., 
were 
en 
j route to Dunn, N. C., to harvest 
beans. 
j 
Gilbert Robert Peters, 25, of 
Wratwallopen, 
Pa., 
the 
tractor- 
trailer driver was slightly hurt. 
The 
flat-bed 
truck driver 
was 
among those killed. 
Covington, who said he went to 
the site after “a couple of fellows 
came to the store to call an am ­ 
bulance,” 
added: 
“There 
was 
plenty of blood. Some of them 
I (victims) were mangled all up. It 
was a terrible sight.” 
The scene, about 50 miles south 
of Raleigh, was one of utmost con­ 
tusion as the truck blazed, injured 
groaned and wailed, and ambu­ 
lances sirened in among patrol 
cars and ever-jamming traffic to 
pick up the victims.

The next time statisticians put an addition 
on the economic thermometer because they 
have run out of space for bigger figures, it 
is likely they will use today’s readings on the 
thermometer as their new “normal.” 
The United States has had a stable economy 
for the last 12 months. There is nothing in 
sight at the moment to suggest an interruption 
in stability. The “normalcy” that men talk 
about in booms and busts as the condition 
most to be desired is here. But like those 
“good old days” that men also talk about: 
“normalcy” is never as attractive in reality 
as it becomes in retrospect. 
For one thing, it is spotty. There are vary­ 
ing degrees of booming and busting, inside sep­ 
arate industries and among all industries. One 
auto manufacturer is going like a house afire: 
another is not keeping pace. Private building 
is down, but public fcuilding is up. Hours of 
manufacturing employment are shorter, 
al­ 
though hourly rates are higher. Employment 
is back to more than 70 million, but unem­ 
ployment stays closer to 3 million than 2 mil­ 
lion. Department - store sales are up,

freight carloadings are down. The Dow-Jones 
average is about the same as it was a year 
ago, but that is no solace to the bulls who 
want it to be higher. 
It is neither a buyer’s nor a seller’s mar­ 
ket, all things considered — and that leaves 
both sides with something to be desired. In 
short, it is normalcy.

Free Inquiry 
One reaction from the televised interview of 
Nikita Khrushchev has revealed more than any­ 
thing said by the head of the Soviet Union’s 
Communist party. 
It is the reaction that it was a blunder by 
the U.S. government to let him say anything 
at all. in view of the fact equal time would not 
be given to some U.S. spokesman to deliver a 
propaganda blast to Russians. 
This is rejection of the principle of free in­ 
quiry by Americans. It is acceptance of the un- 
American doctrine that the government should 
censor all thought and communication. 
Moreover, it is an assumption that Ameri­ 
cans who learned what Khrushchev said would 
be incapable of judging its merit. 
This 
is 
typical of 
what 
usually 
happens 
when Americans are confronted with the mean­ 
ing of free inquiry in a new or dramatic man­ 
ner. 
There is no automatic acceptance of free 
inquiry as an American right. It is an Ameri­ 
can principle only in those select places where 
it has been guarded courageously against ma­ 
rauding censors and politicians in search of 
vote-making issues. 
Khrushchev said nothing a 
well informed 
schoolboy could not refute with ease 
But in 
their supposition that schoolboys would not do 
this. many Americans are revealing the source 
of their misgivings about free inquiry. They 
lack of confidence in their own people. 


PARIS 
Valentin Dinard hasn’t made up

“So why take chances?” he asks. 
“Undoubtedly, something strange 
has been happening to our climate 
during the last few years. Accord­ 
ing to my company’s statisticians, 
there was 31 per cent more rain 
last summer than used to be con­ 
sidered normal. 
In July and August, tempera­ 
tures 
were 
substantially 
below 
normal on 45 per cent of the days. 
That was in France but it was 
I just about the same story every­ 
where. 
Dinard has been watching the 
Paris skies with 
more than a 
casual eye for the past five years. 
His company was one of the first 
in Europe to offer weather insur­ 
ance for any length of time—from 
a few minutes to several months, 
j Since then, the idea has spread 
j fairly widely. 
“Some of our directors think we 


I should abandon the whole scheme.” 
he said. “ But we will carry on 


calamities recently in the U.S.— 
tornadoes, floods and so forth. 
“Americans should not be too 
complacent that the bombs aren't 
responsible for some of that,” he 
declared. 
“As for Russia, who 
knows what may be happening 
to the climate there?

thorough understanding isn’t ac­ 
cepted just because it is solemnly 
proclaimed as “the law of the 
land.” 
It’s a condition rather than a 
theory which confronts the nation 
in dealing with the racial ques- ! 


tion which now has begun to pre­ 
sent problems in all parts of the 
country, and not just in the South. 
Violence will not solve it. nor 
will coercion by broad injunctive 
orders of the courts. 
The 
amendmentt 
to 
the 
law 
which would giant jury trials in 
contempt cases involving alleged 
crimes is bound 
to 
assist 
the 
cause of reason. 


IT P U T S the responsibility 
squarely upon the people to see 
to it that jury trials are fairly 
conducted and fairly resolved. 
There are, of course, extremists 
on both sides. Their number will 
diminish, however, only as a sense 
of fairness develops through the 
application of reason instead 
of 
violence. 
That's why the grant of a jury 
trial in criminal contempt cases 
would be a progressive step to­ 
ward a better understanding of the 
responsibilities of citizenship. 
But if Congress, on the other 
hand, does deny jury trials, far 
more ground will be 
lost 
than 
gained in the motionally compli­ 
cated. if not presently unsolvable, 
problem of sociology and govern­ 
ment.

Bud Bates wishes people would 
stop making a molehill out of his 
mountain. 
They drive out Sundays and holi­ 
days. They pry off boulders with 
crowbars. They crack off chunks j 
with sledge-hammers. They even 
blast the mountain’with dynamite. 
Then they speed away in their 
pitifully 
overloaded 
sedans 
and 
station wagons. 
This kind of mountain thievery 
in Arizona is a new, and strenu­ 
ous crime. 
Bates’ cotton-and-cattle ranch is 
17 dirt-road miles northwest of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad stop at 
Theba. Theba is IO miles west of 
Gila Bend, mid-point on the Great 
Desert 
between 
Phoenix 
a n d 
Yuma. 
And the mountain being pilfered, 
until recent times has been un­ 
molested for 
hundreds, 
perhaps 
tens of thousands of years. 
It is a small mountain, 
com- * 
posed almost entirely of maiapai 
boulders. 
Maiapai is a flesh-colored stone, 
but

of

turned the surfaces of the bould­ 
ers black. They arc like

petrified plums. 
On every one of these boulders 
are chisled from one to 50 Indian 
symbols, pink against an 
ebony 
background.

A toothbrush, a woman's hat. a 
box of cigars, a piece of string, 
and a milk bottle — these are just 
a few of the strange, little items 
that have been solemnly stashed 
away under ground as typical prod­ 
ucts of our civilization. 
Buried in “time capsules.” their 
purpose is to tell generations yet 
unborn what life was like way 
back in this century. 
But 
the 
people 
of 
Oklahoma 
1 who are marking their state's 50th 
anniversary, like to do everything 
in a big way. So Saturday when 
they sealed a vault full of memen­ 
toes in front of the county court­ 
house in Tulsa, the “buried treas­ 
ure” included a de luxe 1957 auto­ 
mobile, all gassed up and ready to 
roll — come the year 2007. 
That's when Oklahoma’s t i m e 
capsule is supposed to be opened, 
according to W. A. Anderson, chair­ 
man of the celebration committee. 
He says the committee decided a 
modern automobile should be pre­ 
served for citizens of the next 
century as “the great common de­ 
nominator of our times.” 
Anderson says a new 1957 Ply­ 
mouth was selected for burial “as 
an advanced product of American 
industrial ingenuity with the kind 
of lasting appeal that will still be 
in style 50 years from now.” 
To make doubly sure that it 
isn t forgotten by posterity, the 
car will be awarded to that per­ 
son — or his heirs — who comes 
closest to guessing the population 
of Tulsa in 2007. And the prize 
may be driven home in 50 years. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
eight-cylinder. 
shark - finned, 
high - compres­ 
sion symbol of American living will 
have to wait — along with the 
many other unusual items buried 
in the earth for future reference. 
One of the most ambitious time 
capsules of all was the one buried 
at the New York World’s Fair in 
1939. It was made of a specially 
resistant alloy to enable it to last 
until the time comes for it to be 
opened — the year 6939. 
This capsule contains among oth­ 
er things a can opener, fountain 
pen. 
camera, 
cosmetics, 
eye­ 
glasses and dictibnaries. 
A few years ago. builders repair- 


hall. apparently buried in 1902. It 
contained Indian head pennies, a 
label from a bottle of rye whisky 
and newspapers reporting a mes­ 
sage to Congress. 
Some recent newspapers were 
added to this cache, and it was 
reburied in another White House 
location. 
If 
the 
Washington 
monument 
ever 
is 
razed, 
another 
buried 
hoard will be discovered in the 25,- 
000 - pound, marble cornerstone. 
Laid in 1848, this stone contains a 
copy of the U.S. Constitution, a por­ 
trait of George Washington, 75 as­ 
sorted newspapers, a silk flag and 
a sample of the coins and currency 
in use a century ago.

‘Not Jungles* 


Extensive studies by a team of 
sociologists at Michigan State Uni­ 
versity shows that cities are not 
the “social jungles” many people 
believe them to be. 
Dr 
William Ii. Form and Dr. 
Joel Smith, urban sociologists who 
directed the survey, report t h a t 
even youthful “gangs” have their 
place and "represent as much or­ 
ganization as disorganization.” 
The sociologists pointed out that 
if city life were as bad as some 
claim, “people just could not sur­ 
vive. They added that cities are 
continuing to grow and expand. 
The survey indicated that c i t y 
dwellers are far from feeling dis­ 
organized. unattached and 
lonely 
and actually show a deep sense of 
social rootedness in the city. 
The observations were based on 
studies made in Lansing, Mich., 
which has a population of 101.500. 
Interviews were conducted system­ 
atically in every other block of 
the city. 
The researchers pointed out that

parts of Chicago and New York 
Dr. Form sal*!:

For Mentally IU

COLUMBUS, Ohio UP—For the 
j first time, the Ohio Division of 
Mental Hygiene will have a d e f­ 
inite amount of money to spend 
(for psychiatric drugs to use on its 
mentally ill wards. 
The Legislature appropriated $1.- 
225.000 for the drugs for a two- 
year period beginning July I. This 
I is about the same amount Ohio 
I had to spend for the drugs in the 
two-year period that ends June 
31. 
Only difference is that, before, 
the division never had a definite 
amount appropriated. The drugs 
were both purchased from the “ro­ 
tary’ fund” and received as gifts 
from drug m anufacturers. 
During the last two years the di­ 
vision experimented with tranquil­ 
izing drugs, or so-called “happy 
piUs.” 
Dr. Leonard P. Ristme. division 
commissioner, said: 
“They’re not as phenomenal as 
people think 
They aren’t the fi­ 
nal answer to mental illness.” 
His boss, Dr. C. Earl Albrecht, 
director 
of 
the 
Department 
of 
Mental Hygiene and Correction, 
says the tranquilizers are “help­ 
ful both in * treatm ent and 
(be­ 
cause! they make patients more 
amenable to other types of treat­ 
m ent.” 
Only about 30 per cent of the 
26.662 inmates in hospitals for the 
mentally ill receive the drugs at 
any one time, Dr. Ristine said. 
The Legislature also appropriat­ 
ed $1,000,000 for medical and sur­ 
gical supplies which include band­ 
ages. crutches, wheelchairs and

Stacked for signing were about 
150 measures passed in the rush 
to end working sessions of the 
102nd General Assembly early on 
Memorial Day. 
Signatures of Speaker R o g e r 
Cloud ( R-Logan I in the House and 
L t Gov. Paul M. Herbert in the 
Senate will send the bills to Gov. 
C. William O’Neill. He has IO days 
to sign, let them become law with­ 
out his signature or veto them. 
Legislators will return June 18 
to consider vetoes, act on confer­ 
ence committee reports and take 
final adjournment. 
O’Neill applied his first veto 
Wednesday to a bill seeking to in­ 
crease from 8 to IO feet the max­ 
imum width of house trailers that 
can

highways. 
’Hie governor said the change 
would conflict with the Federal 
Highway Act of 1956 under which 
the state receives substantial road 
funds. 
His veto came one minute before 
the deadline for the bill to be­ 
come law without his signature. 
The governor already has signed

session. Four other measures were 
locked in conference committees 
because of disagreements between 
the two houses.
